Our Sojourn Among th© Russians. 

To the Editok op The Field:— At the close of our )' 
last letter we were still at the hotel engaged in detail¬ 
ing certain peculiarities of our hosts. Among other 0 
things worthy of note is the successful effort which is si 
always made to keep out the cold by all possible means, g 
This is necessary, not only on account of the severe s; 
cold which has to be endured through a long winter, w 
but also on account of the scarcity of fuel. Double n 
windows and doors is the constant rule, the windows 
being made air tight by a kind of substitute for putty n 
and a two or three inch layer of sand is placed between g 
the two windows at the bottom. Od the sand is usually t 
placed two cones of salt in appearance like diminutive v 
sugar loaves, and then those who like to see their win- t 
dows natty cover the sand with aJayer of clean cotton i 

wool and sprinkle over this a few v small shreds of var- i 

ious high colored samples of wool. These windows . 
are never opened during the whole of the winter, ven- 1 
tilation being obtained through one of the panes in i 

each of the windows being supplied with hinges. These 

are called fortotchka or small forts and correspond 
exactly to the vas ill das of the Germans. I would not 
detain your readers to speak of the stone which form 
nine-tenths of the houses in Odessa, but for the fact 
that it is of a late calcarious deposit, consisting almost 
wholly of the shells of myriads of little shell fish 
which one day In their struggle for the preservation of 
their precious lives, carried on their depredations in the 
black sea, but have since fallen victims to the ruthless 
hand of time. This stone is incapable of receiving 
any finish, consequently almost all the houses are stuc¬ 
coed, and the better class is painted. 

I have previously remad&d that the whole town is 
characterized by a remavkable absence of vegetal life. 
Almost the only tree that can be cultivated there, is 
the Acacia, and this rarely ever obtains a longevity 
greater than twenty years. It is said to be capable of 
existing here because of its constant tendency to 
spread out its roots just beneath the surface of 
the soil, and is thus not dependent on the deep¬ 
er strata for its sustenance as are many of the other 
trees. Be it as it may, there are no trees, if we except 
the Acacia and a few insignificant fruit trees, both of 
which have been cultivated at considerable expense, in 
the neighborhood of Odessa, and the reason generally 
assigned is the saline nature of the subsoil. In con¬ 
sequence of this the subsurbs of the city have no in¬ 
terest. There Is, however, one lagoon a few miles east 
of the city which Is resorted to in the summer months 
by invalids for its facilities for bathing. The waters 
here are excessively salt and buoyant, resembling to 
some extent, the description given by travelers of the 


Dead Sea. We indulged in this luxury of bathing here hi 
as well as amused ourselves in watching others partake w 
of the mud bath, but never could conjure up that ec- al 
static delight described by Kinsbury and others when ti 
wallowing in the Dead Sea. Some people imagine qi 
everything spoken of in ancient history, especially st 
Jewish history, must not be mentioned except in terms f 
of the greatest eulogy. For our part the nauseating u 
effect of the excessively salt water in passing simply d 
through the nostrils into the mouth produced such a n 
disagreeable sensation that even after a lapse of two n 
years we perceive the sensation renewed whilst we fc 
write. We prefer by far a good clean fresh water bath j 
or at any rate one not so extensively impregnated with c 
salt. In the mud baths the person does not so much s 
get into the mud, but rather Indulges in a kind of mud 1 
sponge bath. The reul Russian bath is an “institution’ \ 
which we will speak of later if it is not encroaching to s 
much on your valuable space. s 

We will now takoja run out into the steppe and make < 

an acquaintacce with those vast plains. We will not i 

go by train but take post horses and the Russian Per- 
ieladnoi , or the only kind of conveyance to be had 
when we depart from the beaten track of iron roads 
and steam horses. In order to do this effectually we 
must apply to the police officers, who after due inquir 
ies, and the payment of a small fee, delivers us our 
i Podartnhka or document for the roads. Armed with 
■ this paper we can travel from east to west or from north 
i to south of Russia, demanding horses and a convey- 
s ance at very moderate rates. Of course the vehicle is 
i primitive in construction, without springs or seat, only 
t a little straw, clean or unclean, as it happens, thrown 
i into the bed with which we must make our seat as best 
t we can. Thus located we give the word ready to our 
t driver or Yamtchik, as he is now called, and we start 
i off at a brisk rate, which will be considerably increased 
{ if we have no regard for our bones, and will promise 
e the driver something for tea. As soon as we get out 
B aide of the city we begin to realize the extent and na- 
» ture of these extensive plains, which the Russians call 
.. Steppes. As far as the eye can reach there is nothing 
but one unbroken plain, without trees, hedges or rivers 
a to break'the monotomy, only steppe,, steppe, steppe, 

>. and then Bteppe, steppe and steppe again. The high 
is road is a wide track cut through the different estates, 

v which we suppose must have been marked out at some 

,f time, if so, however, it haB since been left to the charge 
o of mother nature for all repairs. The passing vehicles 
>f make their rutB, but the next violent storm comes and 
> so saturates the soil, that following the laws of gravity, 
>r the ruts are filled up and the road is new again. It is 
jt astonishing, to a stranger, how it is possible to recogn- 
jf ize ones way under these circumstances, especially 
in when arriving at roadB that bifurcate at small angles. 
|y Those who are accustomed to the steppe, however, 
n . find landmarks, in distant objects, and objects so in- 
n- significant that a stranger would not notice, 
st In the winter time, when the ground is covered 
is with snow, even the most practised eye is obliged 
rs to acknowledge itself beaten, and give the reins to 
to the horses, which by their peculiar instinct usually 
he pull up at their accustomed resorts. Whilst we 


have been thus chatting, our yamtchik has been 
whistling and talking to his horses, and now we are 
already arrived at our first station, from ten to 
twelve miles from where we started; here we are re¬ 
quested to show our document we procured before 
starting, and in a quarter to a hall an hour, we have 
two more horses and another wagon ready for our 
use. These stations are of the most primitive or¬ 
der, but if you have the required document you 
meet with kindness; if, however, you have no docu 
ment, your difficulties will be almost insurmounta¬ 
ble. This arises not on account of the desire of the 
peasant to he unkind, but from Ills fear of being 
called to account by tlie government for assisting 
some political or other criminal in his flight. 
There is little of any interest to attract the eye as 
we may suppose, but a feeling of tlie immensity of 
space comes over us similar to the feeling which 
strikes us on the ocean when not incommoded with 
sea-sickness. It was over these plains that the 
Greeks marched 'to conquer the Persians, and there 
is still found the absinthe plant in rich abundance, 
and tlie large birds spoken of by Xenophon. These 
birds are called by the Russians, Drofia, but the 
name by which they are known in English, Is we be¬ 
lieve Bustards. We will suppose ourselves invited 
to pass a short time as strangers at the house of 
some Russian noble-raan, who will he sure to offer us 
good cheer. 

Even a poet could scarcely wish for a lodge In a 
1 vaBter wilderness; sixty miles distant from a post 
office, and ninety miles at least from any railway 
1 station. Such was the locality of the abode which 
1 fell to our lot for a period extending over a year. 

Let us then aallie out from this point for a shoot; 
and we will first try for the Droffa or Bustards. 
These birds are so excessively wary that it is only 
by restoring to various schemes that it is possible 
1 to obtain them, at any rate, with a shot gun. They 
, keep together In flocks, except in tlie breeding sea¬ 
son, and whilst they are feeding there is always oue 
5 on the look out for danger. They seek the most ex- 
9 posed of exposed places, and can rarely ever or 
a never be caught In any undulation. Well, we ad¬ 
dress ourselves to the coachman, who is always well 
’ acquainted with the steppe, as well as the where- 
e abouts of the birds. He takes us out into an area 
where the grain has already been gathered, and soon 
® rev eal8 us these monster birds feeding at their ease. 
r At tlie sight of the carriage their movements be- 
e come more nervous, especially If the barrel of a gun 
happens to he exposed. So experienced do they be- 
y come as to the probabilities of danger, that they 
i. will often allow a covered carriage on the highway 
r , to pass within easy gunshot of them, but as goon as 
i- any vehicle leaves the beaten track they are on their 
guard. But our driver has a good eye and a taste 
d for the sport, so we leave the plan of the campaign 
d to him. As soon as he becomes a little suspicious 
;o of their movements he drives a little faster, and as 
[y near to them as he can in safety, which is always at 
re a distance of several hundred yards, and as soon as 
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he oomes to any small bole, or a tuft of high gra*?, 
he signals to one of us to alight while the carriage 
Is still In motion, on the Bide away from the birds, 
aud there to remain as passive as though dead, with 
one eye fixed in the direction of the birds. He con¬ 
tinues his route in a kind of circle round the birds, 
and then signals to another to alight In a way simi¬ 
lar to the first. In this way he locates his guns to 
the best advangage and then drives straight in 
amongst them. 

In this way they are almost invariably forced to 
fly over the heads of some who are only waiting to 
give them a warm reception, and being so heavy, 
they rarely succeed in getting too high before the 
fatal shot reaches them. It was our good fortune 
on one occasion to secure two in this way, os in 
their slow flight they were about to pass over our 
heads. In Blze and torm these birds bear a strong 
resemblance to the swan, but what it loses in length 
of neck it puts upon Its legs, its neck being shorter 
hut its legs much longer. Its plumage Is of a speo- 
kled brown, and thickly Bet. The flesh is a dainty 
dlBh, but it requires keeping ten or twelve days af¬ 
ter it Is shot before cooking. It will be conceded 
that it affords a respectable size dish when we know 
that it weighs from thlrty-flve to forty pounds.

Ohio News. 


Akron, 0., May 15,1874. 

To tiSTHditor ok the Field.— News from our 
little cltyvand club have never appeared in your col¬ 
umn, although the weekly visits of The Field are 
very welcome to us. The Introduction of a few 
copies at the beginning of the present volume will 
give it a good list next year, as all the boys are de¬ 
lighted with it. 

-Our club is called the Summit Sporting Club, af¬ 
ter the county in which we are situated, and al¬ 
though we have been organized but a couple of 
years we have thirty as enthusiastic sportsmen as 
can be found in any section. The boys are practic¬ 
ing pretty readily from the trap, and are making 
many fine scores. Their latest exploit was at a 
tournament in Galion, last week, at which Akron 
took the first and third prizes in the regular match, 
and also the first money in the sweepstakes. 

Field-shooting here is limited. We have snipe, 
quail, pheasant, woodcock and water-fowl in their 
season, but none of them in sufficient quantities to 
make first class shooting. This county contains a 
greater pumber of little lakes than any other in 
Ohio, and wili some day be splendid fishing ground. 
At present these lakes are stocked with speckled 
bass, sun-fish Jsuckers and other poor varieties. The 
State Fish Commissioners fully undeistand the nat¬ 
ural advantages of these waters, and promise to 
have them well stocked with good fish in a few 
years. Indeed this would have been done before 
this time, but considerable seining has been done, 
and we are determined to put a stop to this before 
calling for our quota of fish. The club has already 
made several successful prosecutions against viola¬ 
tors of the fish law, and advertise a standing reward 
of five dollars for Information that will lead to the 
conviction of transgressors. 

We are expecting much from the Cleveland Con¬ 
vention, and hope it will recommend a general uni¬ 
formity in the game laws of the several States. 
The tournament, in conjunction with the Conven¬ 
tion will certainly be a grand affair, and we expect 
to send a full delegation from Akron. C. 


The Use of Flies. 


Mr. Emerson, chemist, West Hartlepool, lately set 
himself to discover if there were any ends accomplish¬ 
ed by that one drawback to the lovely summer months, 
the common house fiy. He communicates his experi¬ 
ments to a local paper, and has since forwarded an 
account of them to us. Having secured one and laid 
him on bis back, and glued his wings to the object 
glass of u microscope, he observed that the little 
animal was covered—legs, body and wings—with an 
innumerable quantity of lice. “I was so disgusted 
(Mf. Emerson proceeds) with what I had considered a 

R fly that I loosed nis wings and let the lousy fel- 
>; after his departure, however. I remembered 
thatl hud not got the information I desired, viz., his 
UBe and habits, so I caught another and put him into 
the same position as the former one, and to my dismay, 
.found him as lousy as the first. I thought this very 
singular, but 1 was determined to have a close Inspec¬ 
tion; I got part of the wing into sight which was beau¬ 
tiful, until 1 caught a view of the head of one of the 
vermin coming along to invade my pleasure ground 
with his unsightly body; I shifted my glass to have a 
peep at the body, when one of the legs of the fly came 
dangling into view, and on the tiny shanks were some 
of my old enemies. What is that I see? A miniature 
qlgftkant’s trunk now comes in view and licks up a 
quantity from the leg. 1 move the glass to have a look 
aVtWd Hy’a bead, to see how he appears in his confine¬ 
ment; what a splendid large eye! He is busy with bis 
proboscis or tongue going rapidly in all directions, and 
by the expression of hts eye, looks as if he was quite 
satisfied and enjoylhghls meal. I move the glass again 
to examine his body, Which is covered with the vermin, 
aud.ever now and apon Ihere was a siyiteli of the 
tongue, Hi king Ult'l'u olf, these must be tier progeuy (l 


had up to the time treated my captive in the mascu¬ 
line gender), eating the offspring. I gave liberty to my 
object, and was more than ever out of love with my 
fly. I went into the kitchen to watch their gambols 
around the gas bracket, and to admire their swiftness 
through the air, and wondered if they were happy, with 
their young hanging about them; but I had not lost 
faith in their lnnocency, and also In the harmlessness 
of their alighting on my bread and butter. I observed 
a piece of clean note paper lying on the dreaaer; pres¬ 
ently two flies lit on lt.and appeared to be licking some 
thing off it; I laid hold of the paper and took it to the 
microscope; I put a comer on the glass and there were 
some of the progeny of the fly on it. This set me 
thinking. I took a cloth and rubbed the paper well, 
then tried it again and found none on It. 1 took It into 
the kitchen again and waived the paper around, taking 
care that no files touched it, went back to the micro¬ 
scope, and there found anlmalculea, same as on the 
files. I had now arrived at something definite; they 
were not the progeny of the fly, but animalcules float¬ 
ing in the air, and the quick motions of the flies gath¬ 
ered them on their bodies, and they then went into 
some quiet comer to have their dainty meal. Further 
experiments convinced me that I had found the real 
use of the files. 1 afterwards caught one in a bed¬ 
room; it was one of Pharaoh’s lean kine, examined it, 
and there were no animalcules on It, neither could I 
get any In the room. I then tried the yard near to the 
kitchen, and found very few there; then went back into 
the back street, where It was neither very sweet cor 
clean—that morning the scavengers had been cleaning 
out the ash-pits—got plenty on my paper there. I ar¬ 
rived at the conclusion that instead oi the flies being a 
pest and a nuisance, they are the friends of mankind, 
and should not be slaughtered wholesale, as they gen¬ 
erally are; for wherever there are the most animalcules 
there will be found the most flies to feed on the same. 
These experiments was made in sultry weather. I 
always found my sport spoiled after heavy rain and 
strong winds, for then I could not bag muen game; and 
when frost set in, 1 found none. I may say that I have 
tried an endless variety of disinfectants, and purifiers 
to overcome these animalcules, and that I found nothing 
so effectual as burning sulphur on a dust-pan, ana 
carrying it about the place.” 

Mr. Emerson adds that he is now investigating the 
spider, and is trying to discover what is the use of him. 
If our correspondent Bhould conclude that the main 
use of spiders is to catch flies, that the use of flies is 
to catch lice, he will be in duty bound to proceed to 
the remaining problem respecting the purpose served by 
the last named tribe. Whatever this may be, Mr. Em¬ 
erson certainly deserves credit for his patient and skill¬ 
ful investigation, and for his interesting and, we believe, 
novel observations.— Ohemitt and Drug gut, London.

Game-Law for Pennsyl¬ 
vania. 


At the last session of the Pennsylvania Legisla¬ 
ture, the following Important supplement to the 
law relative to the killing and pursuing of deer and 
elk, was enacted:— 

“Section 1. That the first section of said act lie 
amended so as to read as follows, namely: That no 
person shall kill or pursue, In any part of this State, 
elk, or wild deer, save only from the first day of 
September to the first day of December, In'any 
year. No person shall have in Ills or her possession 
or offer for sale, or transport, any elk, or wild deer, 
or fresh venison, save only from the first of Septem¬ 
ber to the first of December, in any year. No per¬ 
son shall, at any time, kill any fawn when in its 
spotted coat, or have the fresh skin of such fawn in 
his or her possession. No person shall pursue any 
elk or wild deer with dogs, In any part of tliisState, 
or shall kill, lu the water, any such elk, or wild 
deer, or fawn, which has been driven thereto by 
dogs. No person shall, in ally part of tbls State, 
set any trap, or any other device, at any artificial 
salt lick, or other place, for the purpose of trapping 
any elk, deer, or fawn, and catch or kill the same, 
except for consumption in Ills or her faintly; any 
person offending against any of the provisions of 
this section, shall be deemed guilty ot a misde¬ 
meanor, and shall be liable to a penalty of fifty dol¬ 
lars for each elk, wild deer, or fawn, so killed', pur¬ 
sued or trapped, or fresh elk, wild deer, or fawn 
skin had In his or her possession, and may be pro¬ 
ceeded against in any county of the State wherein 
he may be arrested, having the Bame In hlB or her 
possession: Provided, however, That any person 
may sell, or have in his or her possession, the elk or 
wild deer aforesaid between the first of December 
in any year and the first of February next follow¬ 
ing, without liability to the penalty herein impos¬ 
ed: Provided, He shall prove that such game, if 
killed In this State, was killed within the time al¬ 
lowed by this act, or was killed outside of the lim¬ 
its of this State, and at some place where the law 
did not prohibit such killing. Dogs pursuing elk, 
or wild deer, or fawns, may be killed by any per¬ 
son; and any constable, or other town official, may 
kill any dog that habitually pursues elk, wild deer 
or fawns, aud the owner of such dog shall be liable 
to a penalty of ted dollars for each elk, wild deer, 
or fawns, killed by such dog: Provided, That this 
act shall be bo construed as not to change or alter 
the act to which it is a supplement, nor to change 
or alter any supplement thereto, except only as to 
the time during which It shall be lawful to kill or 
pursue any elk, or wild deer, in any way, part of 
this State.”

Associated Habitual Movements in the 
Lower Animals. 

Dogs, when they want to go to sleep ou a carpet 
or other hard surface, generally turn round and round 
and scratch the ground with their forepaws In a 
senseless manner, as if they intended to trample 
down the grass and scoop out a hollow, as no doubt 
their wild parents did, when they lived on open 
grassy plains or in the woods. Jackals, fennecs, and 
other allied animals in the Zoological Gardens, treat 
their straw in this, manner; but it is a rather odd 
circumstance thalfthe keepers, after observing for 
some months, have never Been the wolves thus be¬ 
have. A seml-idiotlo dog—and an'animal in this 
condition would be particularly liable to follow a 
senseless habit—was observed by a friend to turn 
completely round on a carpet thirteen times before 
going to sleep. , , , 

Many carnivorous animals, as they crawl toward 
their prey and prepare to ruBh or spring on it, lower 
their heads and crouch, partly, as it would appear, 
to hide themselves, and partly to get ready for their 
rush; and this habit, in an exaggerated form has be¬ 
come hereditary in our pointers and setters. Now, 

1 have noticed scores of times that when two strange 
dogs meet on an open road, the one which first sees 
the other, though at a distance of one or two hun¬ 
dred yards, after the first glance always lowers Its 
head, generally crouched a little, or even lies down; 
that Is he takes the proper attitude for concealing 
himself and for making a rush or spring, although 
the road is quite open and the distance great. Again, 
dogs of all kluds, when intently watching and slow¬ 
ly approaching their prey, frequently keep one of 
their fore-legs doubled up for the uext cautious step; 
and this is eminently characteristic of the pointer. 
But from habit they behave in exactly the same 
manner when their attention is aroused. I have 
seen a dog at the foot of a higli wall, listening at¬ 
tentively to a sound ou the opposite side, with one 
leg doubled up; and in this there could have 
been no intention of making a cautious approach. 

Dogs scratch themselves by a rapid movement or 
one of their hind feet; and, when their backs are 
rubbed with a stick, so strong is the habit that they 
cannot help rapidly scratching the air or the ground 
in a useless and ludicrous manner. 

Horses scratch themselves by nibbling those parts 
of their bodies which they can reach with their 
teeth; but more commonly one horse shows another 
where he wants to be scratched, and they then nib¬ 
ble each other. A friend whose attention I had 
called to the subject observed that when he rubbed 
I,is horse’s neck the animal protruded his head, un¬ 
covered his teeth and moved his jaws, exactly as if 
nibbling another hofse’s neck, for he could never 
have nibbled his own neck. If a horse is much 
tickled, as wheu curryoombed, his wish to bite some¬ 
thing becomes so intolerable strong that he will 
clatter his teeth together, and, though not vicious, 
bite his groom. At the same time, from habit, he 
closely depresses his ears, so as to protect them from 
being bitten, as if he were fighting with another 

horse. . . , , 

A horse, when eager to start on a journey, makes 
the nearest approach which he can to the habitual 
movement of progression by pawing the ground. 
Now when horses in their stalls are about to be 
fed and are eager for their corn, they paw the pave¬ 
ment or the straw. Two of my horses thus behave 
when they see or hear the com given to their neigh- 
borff But here we have what may almost be called 
a true expression, as pawing the ground is 
universally recognised as a sign of eagerness.-

American Game Birds. 

bartranib tatler. or upland pluver (totanus 
babtramlns.) 

This bird is known by various names—as the Upland 
Landpiper, Frost Bird and Grass Plover. By this latter 
name it is most frequently called, though it is not a 
real Plover, but a Tatler, since true Plover have no 

'"iTie^Grass Plover is found from Texas along the 
coast to Nova Scotia. It breeds from Maryland north 
into British America. Vast flocks, m autumn and 
spring, in the Mississippi Valley. .... , 

Bill, a little longer than head, slender, straight, yel¬ 
lowish green; iris, dark hazel; head, rather small, con¬ 
vex above; neck of moderate length; body, slender: 
feet and tarsus, long and slender; tibia, bare about half 
its length; toes,slender,first very short; third and fourth 

connected by web at base. 

Plumage soft, neck and lower parts blended; upper 
parts rattier distinct. Primaries tapering and rounded; 
first longest; second shorter; the rest rapidly graduated 
and tapering. Tail much rounded, of twelve narrow 

fe Upper part of head dark brown, with yellowish 
brown line in middle; forepart and Bides of neck, with 
a portion of breast and sides of body cream-colored, 
with dusky lines, becoming at length sagittate, and 
there are two line® of these acroee the breast; rest of 
lower parts and lower wing coverts white, barred with 
brownish black. Upper parts, the feathers are dark 
brown, glossed with green, with rich, yellowish mar¬ 
gins; rump darker. Primary coverts and primary 
quills, blackish; Inner webs crossed by white bands; 
secondaries, grayish brown, with dusky spots. Two 
middle feathers, of tail dark olivs, barred with black, 
the last arrow-shaped; next feather on each side lighter 


tinged with yellowish red; the rest gradually lighter to 
the outer one, which is white,—all barred with black. 
Feet and logs, yellowish white. Length, 18f Inches. 
The female is a little larger, but like the male in color. 

Here in Vermont the return of the Upland Plover is 
an assurance of settled spring weather, and his wild, 
plaintive cry is a most welcome note to those who have 
endured our long winter and that drearier season that 
intervenes between winter and real Bpring. H1 b long- 
drawn “ Who-it-whe-e-e-in " is heard in the upland 
pastures now, and is frequently uttered during the mat¬ 
ing season. It ceases when family cares begin to weigh 
upon him, and his voice is seldom heard except when 
alarmed, he utters a short, chuckling whistle, which it 
is almost impossible to mistake. Late in summer and 
early fall this same note is often heard in calm nightB 
as these birds are wending their way southward. 

They breed here in considerable numbers. Their 
nest, of the simplest construction, are placed in the 
open pasture or meadow, near a turf of. tall grass. .The 
eggs, three or four in number, measure It inches In 
length by It at the greatest breadth, and in color are a 
dull, grayish yellow, with spots of light purple and 
reddish brown. Should you come upon the nest the old 
bird will attempt to decoy you from it by fluttering and 
hobbling away. 

The greater portion of the birds breeding here, with 
their young, depart southward in the latter part of 
August, except in excessively dry seasons, when grass¬ 
hoppers abound. Under these conditions they some¬ 
times remain till late in September, and become ex¬ 
ceedingly fat But few are killed here, however, as 
they are an extremely wary bird and difficult to ap¬ 
proach within gunshot in the cloBe-fed pastures, which 
they frequent most; but occasionally the sportsman is 
fortunate enough to find a few in tall grass and flush 
them at shot range. Sometimes a respectable bag is 
made by the shooter concealing himself behind a fence 
wBile an assistant beats the fields and drive the birds 
over him. 

Frank Foster, a delightful writer ou field sports, not 
often inconsistant, characterizes this mode of proceed 
ing as “unendurable to sportsmen,” yet in the next 
sentence mentions having “contrived to get moderately 
good sport walking about in pursuit of them and taking 
my chance at those driven over me by other parties!" 
He appears to have accepted something very much 
like what is “unendurable to sportsmen. 

In Rhode Island, and perhaps in some other parts of 
the country, Upland Plover arc shot in this manner:— 
The party, consisting of a shooter and a driver, go out 
in a chaise, the shooter kneeling on the bottom, with 
one foot on the step. The driver startB a bird and 
drives around it rapidly, narrowing his circles till he 
gets within gunshot of it, when he makes a short half 
turn from it and stops short. The shoo tor- steps -out 
and takes the bird as he rises, which he invariably docs 
the moment the chaise stops. In this sport much de¬ 
pends on the judgment and skill of the driver, but the 
Tatler flies more swiftly than he appears to and is not 
the easiest bird in the world to kill on the wing, and a 
poor shot is not likely to prove very successful in his 
“taking off.” It is Baid to be not unusual to bag twenty 
couple in a day's Bport of this kind when shooter and 
driver understand their business and each other well.

By investigating 
a great number of these burrows, the Doctor suc¬ 
ceeded in getting an egg, as well as • pair of tbe 
birds, which he shot whlla-they were in the act of 
making their abode.

Bowing Contests. 

Some very heavy prizes are offered for the coming 
rowing season, and a number of professional oars¬ 
men have made up more fours than have taken part 
In the contest for several years past. At tlie Cen- 
tenial celebration in Boston, June 17, there will be 
a regatta with no less than 820,000 prizes. There 
will be races for fours, pairs, and singles, and all the 
distinguished professionals In the country are ex¬ 
pected to participate. On the Fourth of July Bos¬ 
ton will have another great regatta, Oakland Beach 
here early 111 August, and Portland hers toward the 
end of that month. In Newburg, Lowell, Worces¬ 
ter, Providence, and other places, smaller contests 
are spoken of, and there are rumors that the profes¬ 
sionals will meet In Pittsburg, Philadelphia, Chica¬ 
go, New Orleans, and elsewhere. New York will 
scarcely allow all the experts that take the water to 
house their boats without a friendly contest in her 
waters, and there is a probability that before the 
season closes a regatta will be made up between 
fours, pairs, and singles, which will eclipse in inter¬ 
est, if not in magnitude of stakes, everything in the 
history of rowing. 

SINGLE SCULLERS. 

Tlie proposed intemationalslngle-scull 5-mile race 
for $6,000, between Sadler, the English champion, 
and George Brown, of Halifax, has beeii broken off. 
Sadler was recently defeated by Boyd in England, a 
comparatively unknown man, but an excellent row¬ 
er.

Political Scheming. 

Was there ever a time in the history of this country 
when the politicians were not busying themselves nbout 
the election of its officers—from the highest to the low¬ 
est? If there has been, we are unable to call it to mind. 
They arc eternally looking after the interests of the 
“dear people," to the disregard, of course (?), of their 
own personal aggrandizement. 

One man is hardly well seated in an office, especially 
if it be a high one, till he is the idol of a host of small 
politicians, who hope to secure some emoluments 
through his influence. They know that they have not 
and cannot secure the hearts of the voting population; 
therefore their aim is to work on the tender sensibilities 
of some man already in power. Having ingratiated 
themselves into his good graces, they now set them¬ 
selves to work laying plans for his re-election. It is 
not because they have any great love for the tnan be¬ 
yond the privilege of holding some sinecure or easy pos¬ 
ition, and drawing a handsome income, but the desire 
they have to be continued in office. He is their main 
staff, and on him they hope to lean for several years to 
came. 

These petty politicians are the vampires of our party 
politics, and may always be seen hanging around places 
not noted for their chaste morals. They are always 
ready to act as servile tools for men of respectability, 
provided they can further their own interests thereby. 

We are led into making these remarks by the in¬ 
terest which is being manifested concerning the re- 
election of President Grant to a third term. Of course 
many men of estimable qualities and good talents are 
engaged in this discussion; hut we believe that the 
great majority of them have a deep personal interest 
in the matter outside of the general welfare of the 
country. 

Others favor his re-election on the ground that he 
is the most eligible man for the place, on the Re¬ 
publican side of the house. With any other man as 
their standard bearer they are not so sure of success. 
We are not of their way of thinking. 

We know not whether Gen. Grant desires a re- 
election or not, neither do we care so far as we are 
concerned; for we take the position that no man 
should be ligtble to the highest office within the gift 
of the American people, for three successive terms. 
It not only establishes a bad precedent, but opens 
an avenue to political scheming and chicanery, 
which cannot do other than work injury to the 
government. If we could haye our say we would 
have the Constitution of the United States so amen¬ 
ded that no man would be eligible to the office of 
President for eyen a second term in succession. 
This would haye a tendency to put a stop to muoh 
of the political scheming that is resorted to for per¬ 
sonal ends. The sooner this is done the sooner we 
shall have peace and good government. 


The Chieego Athenaeum. 

This society, so worthy of patronage by all those 
firms In the city who wish to provide for their employ¬ 
ees suitable entertainment for body and mind, has se¬ 
cured and occupied most eligible premises on Washing¬ 
ton St., Nos. 68 and 65. It will be remembered that its 
former name was the Christian Union.. They have, 
however, judiciously discarded the old name, sis it was 


calculated to lead persons astray as to the general ob¬ 
ject of their endeavors. It must be understood that 
this society is In no way connected with any religions 
denomination, nor arc there any religious meetings held 
in their rooms. The object of the society is to afford a 
rendezvous for the young people of Chicago of both 
saxos, where they can enjoy the privileges of literature 
and science, apart from the tramels of religion. Under 
their farmer name many of the free thinking part of 
the community, as well as a considerable class of Jew¬ 
ish extraction, were, by the name Christian, virtually 
excluded, however much they may have desired to 
share Its privileges. We believe the society is doing a 
real and lasting good, whose results will be far greater, 
although perhaps less manifest, than any other society 
of a similar kind in the city. It iB time that religious 
dogmas should no longer be the prevailing link of so¬ 
cieties, but that we should meet as one common broth¬ 
erhood, independent of our Creeds. 

We regret to say that the society has not yet acquired 
very extensive book lore, but the same good taste which 
has been manifested in the selection of a location, has 
also been displayed in forming the nucleus of a li¬ 
brary, and we have no doubt that under the wise direc¬ 
tion of the President, Mr. Gibbs, this department 
will assume a development worthy of its commence¬ 
ment. 

A very important feature of the establishment 
is the excellent gymnasium which is attached to 
it. Fitted out with all the requirements of a first- 
class hall, it cannot fail to find approval among 
our city clerks, who are occupied the whole of the day 
at the desk, and not afforded the opportunities of mus¬ 
cular development which the requirements of health 
demand. The gymnasts at present in training will 
shortly give an entertainment, which we trust will be 
worthy of their new hall. 


John C. Breckinridge is no more. He died at his 
residence, in Fayette County, Kentucky, on Monday 
last, May 17. He had been ailing for sometime, so that 
his death was not unexpected. He was born near Lex¬ 
ington in 1821, and consequently was only 64 years of 
age. Prior to the breaking out of the rebellion he held 
a high place in the popular heart of the people in both 
sections of the country, especially among the Demo¬ 
crats, by whom he had been houored with the second 
highest office in the United States. He was a man of 
decided talent and well conversant with the art of win¬ 
ning friends and holding them. In 1860 he received 
the nomination for President by the ultra-Southern 
Democrats who were opposed to the squatter sover¬ 
eignty theories of Stephen A. Douglas. The result is 
known to all. Notwithstanding his defeat for the 
Presidency, Kentucky sent him to the United States 
Senate in the following March, where he remained but 
a very brief time, owing to the excitement then raging 
at Washington between the advocates of secession and 
its antagonists. He now made the greatest mistake 
of his life, and one from which be bos never been able 
to retrieve himself. He went into the rebel army as 
Brigadier-General. We need not dwell upon his mili¬ 
tary career. It is sufficient to remark that his division 
was fearfully cut up at Stone River, and that he shared 
the reverses of Early near Winchester. He was pres¬ 
ent at Chickamauga, and defeated Sigel at Newmarket, 
Va., in 1864. In January, 1865, just as.the Confedera¬ 
cy was expiring, he was appointed Confederate Secre¬ 
tary of War. It was too late for his executive ability 
to be of avail. He left the country soon after Lee's 
surrender, and remained abroad about three years. The 
closing period of his life was spent in comparative re¬ 
tirement, ancj even before his disease became acute, he 
showed no disposition to re-enter public life. 

The California Rifle Association has made an ap¬ 
peal to the people of that State, asking co-opera¬ 
tion in the work of establishing a permanent first- 
class rifle range for the use of the Association and 
the State National Guard. The annual dues are 
fixed at $5 and the value of a life membership at $26. 
The circular says that “The hard won victory of the 
team of American marksmen over a team of picked 
riflemen from Ireland, at Creedmoor, N. Y., in Sep¬ 
tember last, has aroused an earnest and popular in¬ 
terest in rifle shooting throughout the United 
States, which bids fair to revive the pride of 
American people in their skill as sharpshooters." 

The following named gentlemen are the officers of 
thiB new association, whose range is soon to become 
the Creedmoor of California; 

President, Colonel D. H. Shaw; Vice-President, 
Colonel John McComb; Treasurer, Major General 
D. W. C. Thompson; Secretary, Major David Wil¬ 


der. The Board of Directors consist of fifteen per¬ 
sons including the above rtair^ed officers. 

Now let the shooting clubs of our own State agree 
upon a plan whereby an appeal can be made for the 
purpose of raising meanB to establish a “Creedmoor" 
in Illinois. 


Henry Ward Beecher doesn’t believe in confes¬ 
sions to-day any more than he did in 1868, when he 
made use of the following language in a sermon 
which ho delivered to the congregation of Plymouth 
Church:

I do not think 
wu are bound to confess crimes in such a way that 
they will overtake us and fill us with dismay, and 
confusion and destruction—and not only us, but 
others who are socially connected with us. If your 
conscience is aroused, and you bwe committed & 
crime, your first step Is to cleanse your hands and 
feet from all participation in any wrong, and before 
confessing the act itself you should take counsel and 
find out wise counsel. It is often better that past 
crimes should slumber, so far as the community is 
concerned, and that which is true of crimes is equal¬ 
ly true of vice."

Illinois Piscioultural Association. 

The first meeting of the Illinois State Association 
of fish culturists. waB held in Peoria in the first week 
of May. The President, Dr. W. A. Pratt, of Elgin, 
in the chair; J. H. Emery acting as Secretary. 

Senator James W. Robinson, of Tazewell county, 
being present was invited to state the action of the 
late general assembly regarding legislation for the 
protection and propagation of fish in the inland 
streams of the state, and In response made a short 
but Interesting speech, showing that the measure 
encountered strong opposition from southern Illin¬ 
ois, and that after a bill had passed the senate it 
failed In the house, partly on account of this oppo¬ 
sition, and pnrtly owing to the haste and confusion 
of the closing days of the session. He expressed a 
feeling that the next legislature would pass such a 
bill as was desired. 

The following officers were elected for the ensuing 
year: 

Pretident— Dr. W. A Pratt, Elgin. 
Viee-PreiidenU— R. H. Whiting, Peoria; John 
WUdhack, Pekin; James W. Robinson, Treinont; 
Dr. Conrad Secrest, Watseka; Geo. E. Plumb, Chi¬ 
cago; Dr. N. E. Ballou, Sandwich. 

Seorttary— Z. Beatty, Galesburg. 

Treaturer —R. W. Mawhyrter, Peoria. 

Elgin was fixed upon as the next place ol meet¬ 
ing, and the time fixed as between the 10th of May 
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and the 10th of June, 1876, the exact date to 
be fixed by the President and Secretary next 
spring. 

Mr. Z. Beatty presented the following preamble 
and resolutions, which were unanimously adopted, 
and thq Secretary directed to ftirnish a copy to the 
Governor: 

Whereas, The government of the Uni ted States, 
through the fish commissioners, has for some time 
been engaged in the distribution of fish spawn and 
fish fry, for the purpose of restoring the depopulat¬ 
ed streams of the country, using the State socie¬ 
ties and State commissioners for that purpose, and, 

WherejM, The State of Illinois, through Its leg¬ 
islature, having neglected to pass a law creating a 
fish commission, ana to make an appropriation to 
carry out the important objects of the national com¬ 
mission; therefore. 

Resolved. That we, the State fish culturlst's asso¬ 
ciation of Illinois, respectfully request the Governor 
to direct that the proportion of fish and spawn due 
the State of Illinois, be delivered to Dr. W. A. 
Pratt, of Elgin, for the purpose of hatching and 
distribution, the fish to be distributed and de¬ 
posited in the waters best adapted te the several 
varieties. 

Resolved , That for the purpose of paying the ex¬ 
penses incurred In carrying out the foregoing reso¬ 
lution, Dr. Pratt is hereby authorized to sell to local 
associations, and to individuals, any of the spawn or 
fry so furnished by the national commissioner, at a 
price sufficient to pay expenses, the spawn or fry so 
furnished local associations to be deposited in public 
streams in this State. 

Several essays which had been prepared were sub¬ 
mitted, and on motion it was ordered that they be 
delivered to the Secretary to be incorporated by him 
in a pamphlet report of the proceedings of the meet¬ 
ing. Dr. W. A. Pratt presented the following brief 
essay, which was also ordered to be printed with the 
proceedings of this meeting: 

At the meeting of this association, last fall, it was 
arranged that I should fUrnish an essay on the fall¬ 
spawning fish. To have promised it last winter 
when I had time, would have been assuring myself 
of health and life to be here now. and perhaps some¬ 
thing new in relation to fish might come up. and I 
have no doubt I have learned much about fish since 
last winter. To enter into detail of all the varie¬ 
ties of fall-spawning fish, would make a volupie of 
itself, and I have no time to write a volume, oreven 
time to do any justice to the subject. I will simply 
mention a few things which come before the fish 
culturlsts hut quite recently, and may be new to 
some of you. 

You no doubt all understand the method of re¬ 
ceiving the spawn from the varieties of fish and the 
manner of hatching of the eggs. Till very lately, or 
within two years, to hatch 2,000 trout eggs in a box 
18 inches square and 6 inches deep, was doing all it 
was thought possible. Now with the wire trays set 
one above the other six times that number of fish 
can be hatched and better cared for than by the old 
method of hatching on the gravel. Hybridizing fish 
is carried on extensively in certain establishments 
In Europe. Considerable attention is thus being 
paid to crosses between closely allied species of the 
salmonide family as the salmon solar, the brook 
trout (salmon fontinalis); the fish thus produced 
grow with greater rapidity, the flesh 
is of a superior quality, and much more tender. 
It is with fish as with other animals with deficient 
organs of generation; they bear the same relation 
to other fishes of their kind, as cattle, hogs and 
sheep do. Salmon thus hybridized lose the instinct 
of migration to the ocean, and there is no reason 
why the Bame method may not be applied to other 
fresh water Bpecies and to a certain sea fish with 
corresponding results, the salmonide and most all 
species of fish which live In the ocean and run up 
into the fresh water to spawn. 

There are other varieties of fish that live in the 
large lakes and run Into the tributaries and outlets 
to spawn. It might be interesting to all to know 
that the common eel, contrary to most fish, go to the 
salt water to spawn—their Bpawning season being 
the fall, the same as the salmon and trout. The 
eggs of the eel are laid in the sea. the most part, 
and the young, after a short interva, enter the 
mouths of rivers and streams in early summer, and 
pass np as far as an open passage will admit. After 
reaching a suitable place of abode, it is supposed 
they remain for at least three years, growing to a 
considerable size. After becoming sufficiently ma¬ 
tured, their instinct, probably that of reproduction, 
carries them seaward again during the autumn, and 
some two or three times has one of our iqills in Elgin 
had its water wheel clogged by so large amount 
of eels running down into ft. As for the further 
history of the eel we may state that its precise 
mode of copulation and of reproduction was entirely 
unknown until quite recently, but that at the pres¬ 
ent time the view is maintained by very high au¬ 
thority, principally that of an Italian physiologist, 
that the eel Is strictly hermaphrodite, that Is to say, 
it has both the male and female organs. They are 
said to be developed to the proper degree in winter, 
and the eggs discharged from the ovary, are fertil- 
by the seminal fluid from the testicles, and 


to be but a fleshy substance, and the male fish is 
slimmer and more flat than the female. It was only 
decided within the last year, that with but a pall of 
water once a day, a large amount of the salmon and 
trout eggs oan be hatched. A hatching house can 
be arranged right in one’B cellar, and by the Bmall 
amount of trouble of securing a pail of water from a 
spring or well, one can hath a considerable amount 
of eggs. I have mentioned a few things which 1 
thought might be of Interest to some persons who 
may not have made fish culture a study as I have. 
I want to say that the fall spawning fish is not found 
in our waters, and there Is but one fish yet known, 
that Inhabits the waters of this State, that spawn in 
the fall, that being the eel. 

I ask this association to accept tills essay as an 
apology from me, as I am n horticulturist as well as 
a flsh-culturlst, and you all must know that this Is 
the busy season for the nurseryman, and I am only 
too glad to be able to meet with you here, even 
though I have not been able to give) my part .more 
time, aud am pleased to. think there is an interest 
felt in this subject by the people, even though our 
representatives did no4Ttake an interest in it. I trust 
another legislature will give us better laws in this 
State for the protection of fish, and that something 
may be done in the way of restocking our waters 
with better food fish.

The people in the counties of Maryland, directly in¬ 
terested in the shad and herring fishery, we are glad to 
learn are feeling increased interest in the artificial 
propagation of this important fish. Thirty years ago 
the Cecil Whig says, Susquehanna herring sold at a 
dollar per barrel, and shaa at proportionately low rates. 
Since that time there has been a steady decrease in the 
number of all kinds of fish in the Chesapeake, owing, 
no doubt, to the hauling of seines at unseasonable times 
and the destruction of young fiBb, which are drawn to 
the shore in the fine meshed nets and allowed to per¬ 
ish there in Immense numbers. The fishing interests of 
the State should at once be looked after. 

A fish hatching house will be erected under the 
supervision of Mr. Kllppart, on the Agricultural 
College farm at Columbus, Ohio. It w ill be a plain 
wooden structure, 80x 100 feet. Water from the 
Rpring will be conducted through a gas pipe to the 
hatchery. The object is to give H 19 students of the 
college a practical knowledge of fish culture. Cer¬ 
tainly a praiseworthy object, and one we should 
like to see carried out in other States. 

The Cecil (Md.) Whig of Saturday last says, “Ten 
thousand shad were sold at Havre de Grace, on Satur¬ 
day last, at $8 a hundred. The Charlestown gillers 
caught 500 shad on Monday night. Mr. George W. 
Barnes, at Carpenter’s Point 1,506 one day last week. 
Herring have been comparatively scarce, which is an 
advantage to the shad market in keeping up the price. 
Mr. Barnes also caught 100 barrels of white perch at 
one haul.’’ 

The run of shad thus far in the Delaware and Ches¬ 
apeake is about equal to last year. As many as 1,500 
have been taken in a single haul of the net in the Ches¬ 
apeake. Two hundred have been taken in a gill-net in 
24 hours’ fishing near Chester, in tbe Delaware. The 
extreme coldness of the water it is supposed has pre¬ 
vented the fish ascending the rivers in as large numbers 
as they will in the course of another weok. 

The California Legislature has enacted a law prohib¬ 
iting the taking of Bhad in that State until March, 1877. 
There is now no longer a question that they can have 
shad there, as well as we can have them in * the Dela¬ 
ware. Thus, we give them our shad, and they return us 
their salmoD. 

The Legislature of Pennsylvania at its last session re¬ 
enacted the law appropriating $3,000 for the propaga¬ 
tion of shad in the Delaware, the present year, in case 
the Legislature of New Jersey shall do the same, but 
the latter, as on a previous occasion, has failed to meet 
them half way. 

A basking shaTk, tbe largest of known fishes, was 
captured alive in the Isle of Wight, England. He has 
been stranded. The animal was estimated at eight 
tons weight, and he was over 28 feet long. The skin 
was bought for the British Museum and stuffed. 

A seal, five feet in length and weighing §68 pounds, 
was captured in Delaware bay last month. Scarcely a 
spring passes but that one or more of these marine ani¬ 
mals are taken in the Delaware.
